REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art does not teach a Digital Video Disc Player/Video Cassette 
Recorder (DVDPA/CR) combination system has a DVDP and a VCR provided with a 
DVDP driving information storage unit and a VCR driving information storage unit, 
wherein the DVDPA/CR combination system comprises: a deck unit for reading 
correction information for compensating for at least one of the DVDP driving information 
and or the VCR driving information from a DVD; a DVDP correction information storage 
unit for receiving and storing VCR correction information among the read correction 
information; a switching signal input unit for inputting a switching signal for switching 
driving according to the DVDP driving information over to the driving according to the 
VCR correction information; and a VCR control unit for controlling the VCR by switching 
over to the driving according to the VCR correction information stored in the VCR 
correction information storage unit if the switching signal is received through the 
switching signal input unit as specified in claim 1 . Method claim 1 1 corresponds to 
apparatus claim 1 Therefore method claim 1 1 is allowed by the same reason as sated 
for claim 1 .
